SUMMARY: 

THE FOREIGN PRESS THURSDAY CONCENTRATED ON THE JOINT 
COMMUNIQUE ISSUED IN TOKYO, STATING THAT U.S.-JAPANESE 
TIES APPEARED TO BE STRENGTHENED, THAT THE DOCUMENT GAVE THE 
JAPANESE A SENSE OF GREATER IMPORTANCE ON THE WORLD SCENE, 
AND THAT THE MAJOR ITEMS DISCUSSED BY THE TWO LEADERS WERE 
FOOD AND ENERGY. THE LACK OF SPECIFIC REFERENCE TO THE 
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NUCLEAR PROBLEM WERE FOOD AND ENERGY. THE LACK OF SPECIFIC 
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REFERENCE TO THE NUCLEAR PROBLEM WAS QUESTIONED IN SEVERAL 
PAPERS. COMMENT ON THE COMING SEOUL VISIT WAS LIMITED BUT 
CONSIDERABLE SPACE WAS GIVEN TO SPECULATION ON THE VLADIVOSTOK 
SUMMIT. ON THE WHOLE, REACTION TO THE TOKYO STOP WAS FAVOR- 
ABLE IN MAJOR WORLD NEWS CENTERS WITH THE EXCEPTION OF

LONDON: BRITISH CORRESPONDENTS IN TOKYO TODAY REPORTED 
"INDICATIONS" AND "IMPRESSIONS" THEY DERIVED FROM JAPANESE AND 
AMERICAN SPOKESMEN AND FROM THE COMMUNIQUE CONCLUDING PRESIDENT 
FORD'S VISIT TO JAPAN. 

THE CONSERVATIVE LONDON DAILY TELEGRAPH'S STEPHEN BARBER 
THOUGHT THE PRESIDENT S "INTENTION WAS CLEARLY TO GIVE THE 
JAPANESE A SENSE OF PARITY WITH THE AMERICANS AND ENCOURAGE 
THEM TO PULL THEIR WEIGHT AS THE THIRD-STRONGEST INDUSTRIAL 
NATION." 

FAR EAST EDITOR CHARLES SMITH WROTE IN THE INDEPENDENT 
FINANCIAL TIMES THAT "WORLD ENERGY AND FOOD PROBLEMS FOLLOWED 
BY RELATIONS WITH THE SOVIET UNION AND CHINA. DOMINATED THE... 
U.S.-JAPAN MEETING.. .THIS WAS THE IMPRESSION GIVEN BY BOTH 
JAPANESE AND U.S. SPOKESMEN... JAPAN APPEARS TO HAVE SHOWN 
CONSIDERABLE INTEREST IN THE KISSINGER PLAN" FOR COPING WITH 
THE ENERGY CRISIS AND ITS RELATED FINANCIAL PROBLEMS. 

CORRESPONDENT PETER HAZELHURST OF THE TIMES OF LONDON 
SAID "DR. KISSINGER INDICATED THAT WHILE PRESIDENT FORD WAS

QUESTIONS. 
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MIDDLE-OF-THE-ROAD FIGARO'S WASHINGTON CORRESPONDENT, 

JACQUES JACQUET-FRANCILLON, IN TOKYO TO COVER THE PRESIDENTIAL 
TOUR, SAID THE JOINT COMMUNIQUE STRESSED "ENERGY AND FOOD 
PROBLEMS, WHICH HAVE LARGELY DOMINATED THE TWO-DAY TALKS." 

HE CITED THE COMMUNIQUE'S REFERENCE TO THE INTENTION OF BOTH 
NATIONS TO ENHANCE COOPERATION AMONG CONSUMING COUNTRIES

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TOKYO: JAPANESE MEDIA ANALYSED THE JOINT COMMUNIQUE AND 
COMMENTED ON DIFFICULTIES POSED BY JAPANESE RECOGNITION OF 
THE U.S. POSITION ON ENERGY AND RESOURCES. PUBLICLY FINANCED 
NHK TELEVISION STATED THURSDAY: "THE ENERGY AND RESOURCES 
PROBLEM ARE EMPHASIZED IN THE JOINT COMMUNIQUE, WITH THE

SUCH A REDUCTION." CONSERVATIVE DONGA ILBO SAID THURSDAY

BUENOS AIRES: LEFT-INTELLECTUAL LA OPINION THURSDAY CARRIED 
A TOKYO REPORT THAT "IT IS EVIDENT THAT FORD IS STILL NOT 
ABLE TO CONVINCE THE BELEAGUERED TANAKA OF THE NEED THAT 
JAPAN SUPPORT KISSINGER'S HARD LINE AGAINST OIL-EXPORTING 
COUNTRIES." 

ALL THE SOVIET CENTRAL PRESS AND MOST PAPERS IN EAST 
EUROPEAN CAPITALS CARRIED A TALL REPORT OF MR. BREZHNEV'S 
DEPARTURE FOR VLADIVOSTOK FOR "A WORKING MEETING" AND "AN 
EXCHANGE OF VIEWS" WITH PRESIDENT FORD. 

SOVIET AND EAST EUROPEAN MEDIA CONTINUED TO REFLECT THE 
OFFICIAL MOSCOW VIEW THAT "UNDOUBTEDLY THE COMING SOVIET- 
AMERICAN SUMMIT WILL PROVE SIGNIFICANT" (RADIO MOSCOW ENGLISH 
SERVICE WEDNESDAY). 

WEDNESDAY'S ISSUE OF LITERATURNAYA GAZYETA CARRIED A MAJOR 
ARTICLE BY A WRITER IN WASHINGTON CITING AMERICANS, INCLUDING 
OFFICIALS OF THE REPUBLICAN AND DEMOCRATIC NATIONAL COMMITTEES, 
AS WELCOMING IMPROVEMENT IN U.S.-USSR RELATIONS AND PROSPECTS 
FOR IMPROVED TRADE RELATIONS. 

PRAGUE'S RUDE PRAVO CARRIED A DISPATCH BY ITS MOSCOW 
CORRESPONDENT IN WHICH HE REMARKED, "IT WOULD COME AS NO SUR- 
PRISE IF THE VLADIVOSTOK AGENDA INCLUDED THE PROBLEM OF EX- 
CLUDING CHEMICAL WEAPONS FROM THE ARSENALS OF BOTH COUNTRIES." 
LIDOVA DEMODRACI TODAY OBSERVED THAT THE DECISION TO MEET 
"SHOWS THAT BOTH STATES ARE RESOLVED TO CONTINUE THE POLICY 
OF DETENTE." IT THEN QUOTED A TASS COMMENTATOR DENOUNCING 
SENATOR WILLIAM BUCKLEY, WHOSE VOICE, HE SAID, "HAS LATELY 
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RESOUNDED PROMINENTLY IN THE CACAPHONIC BUT PIERCING CHOIR 
OF ADVERSARIES OF DETENTE." 

SOVIET AND EAST EUROPEAN MEDIA HAVE GIVEN THE PRESIDENT'S 
TOKYO VISIT LITTLE SPACE. SEVERAL THURSDAY PAPERS REPORTED 
THAT THE TALKS "CONCLUDED WITHOUT CONCRETE RESULTS AND LEFT 
PROBLEMS HANGING FIRE" (BULGARIAN TELEGRAPH AGENCY). 

POLITIKA OF BELGRADE THURSDAY CARRIED A PRE-SUMMIT PIECE 
BY ITS MOSCOW CORRESPONDENT REPORTING "AN EXCEPTIONALLY 
GOOD MOOD" PREVALENT IN THE SOVIET CAPITAL "DESPITE MANY 
UNPLEASANT THINGS OCCURRING" IN THE MIDDLE EAST. HE SAID 
THE SOVIETS WERE CREATING AN EXTREMELY FAVORABLE ATMOSPHERE 
FOR THE VLADIVOSTOK MEETING WITH "LIGHTNING PUBLICITY" FOR 
STATEMENTS BY PRESIDENT FORD AND SECRETARY KISSINGER AND OPTI- 
MISTIC SOVIET VIEWS ON TRADE MATTERS. HE SAW "A NEW ELEMENT" 
FOR THE SUMMIT IN THE EARLY ANNOUNCEMENT THAT MR. BREZHNEV 
WOULD VISIT SYRIA IN JANUARY.BUT SPECULATED THAT THE MOVE 
WAS ALSO DESIGNED TO ASSURE THE AMERICANS THAT THE SOVIETS 
ARE "KEEPING WATCH" OVER AN UNSTABLE PEACE.
